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THE NORTH GALLERY. 



In the North Gallery, the visitor will first note the Portrait of 
Boy and Dog (196), by Benjamin C. Porter — hung in the centre of the 
East wall — the large painting by Gsorge Inness — "A Day in June " (120) 
— hung near the entrance, and the important pictures by Jervis McEntee 
(155), M. F. H. De Haas (168), J. C. Nicoll (161), and J. W. Casilear 
(i77),*on the North wall. In catalogue order, the first three pictures on 
the "line" are a "Scene near Fontainebleau " (117), by Casilear; "A 
Bridle Path in Central Park" (118), by Chelminski, and On the Paska- 
mansett (119), by R. Swain Gifford. Over these is the large picture by 
Mr. Inness (120). 

Beyond the door leading to the North-west Gallery there are two pic- 
tures by George W. Maynard which are interesting : one, Grand- 
fatherly Advice (126) — of which the head of the old man is reproduced, 
without note, on the sub-title page preceding the illustrations in this book 
— shows an old man standing, and his grandson seated, by a table in front 
of a window. Through the window one looks over the house-tops of 
lower buildings, under a blue sky. The management of light in the 
picture is carefully studied and effective. Mr. Maynard's other picture, 
The Strange Gods (.131), is described with the illustration. Ernest Par- 
ton's Wooded Vale on the Derwenl (132), and James D. Smillie's "Fal- 
low Field " (130), also hang in this panel. There is a very luminous sky 
in "The Shores of Buzzard's Bay " (137) — a small picture by R. Swain 
Gifford — and some careful realistic work in Joseph Lauber's "Grace be- 
fore Meat" (139) — a poor old woman sitting before a scantily supplied 
table. Frank Waller, further along, is represented by "A Group of Hop 
Pickers" (150), near which is Jervis M'Entee's "Christmas Eve" (155) 

a near view of a valley town, the trees and roofs covered with snow, 

and bright lights in most of the windows. W. Magrath's "Recreation " 
(158), J. C. Nicoll's Summer Morning (161), and A Portrait (165), 
by Thomas Hicks, follow on the line. Below the latter is a landscape of 
a poetic nature by F. W. Kost (164). "The Wild November Comes at 
Last" (167) is a characteristic landscape by J. R. Brevoort, and below it, 
on the line, is On the Fishing Grounds (168), by M. F. H. De Haas. 
Robert Koehler's Socialist (170) is a characteristic type. "Listen " (172), 
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by Walter Sanford, shows two priests, one reading a Bible, the other hold- 
ing in his hand a French comic journal. The latter has tried to recount 
one of the stories to his companion, who, being religiously inclined, holds 
his fingers over his ears. J. W. Casilear's Genesee Valley (177), Arthur 
Hoeber's Fisherman' s Daughter (182), F. S. Church's "Peacocks in the 
Snow " (187), and The Fireside (181), by P. P. Ryder, hang in this panel. 
At the corner of the gallery are " A Portrait " ( 183), by L. G. Sellstedt, and 
"Chrysanthemums " (185), painted in a splendid manner by Miss Eleanor 
Greatorex. 

On the East wall, besides the Portrait of Boy and Dog by Mr. Porter 
(196), are "A Brittany Town" (192), by D. M. Bunker ; "A Gray Day 
in October" (194), by D. W. Tryon ; "A Canal Scene in Holland" 
(200), by K. Van Elten; "An Old Mill— Winter " (203), by W. S. Macy; 
a charming small picture, "In the Garden" (195), by Miss Conant, and 
an interesting picture showing the "Entrance to the Old Slave Market, 
Cairo" (207), by G. H. Yewell. 

On the South wall, next to the entrance to the East Gallery, are The 
Afternoon Mail (210), by H. P. Share; Testing his Toledo (211), by 
Frank Waller ; a broadly painted and very realistic " Fruit Piece," by 
Miss Annie Morgan (213), and some bright "Chrysanthemums" (215), 
by Mrs. Julia Dillon. 

Beyond the doorway, Miss Kollock's Under the Beeches (217), hangs 
above "The Letter" (218), by E. Wood Perry— the latter showing the 
members of a family looking over a map, to locate the situation of an 
absent son and brother. Below the line, Charles Warren Eaton's " Win- 
ter Evening " (219) — snow on the ground, and bright sunset color in the 
sky — attracts attention. W. L. Sonntag's Mascot Lake, N. ff. (221), 
Thomas Allen's " Cattle and Landscape" (222) and Jennie Brownscombe's 
Joy of their Old Age (223), are grouped together, and Kenneth Cran- 
ford's "Near the Breton Coast" (232), Bruce Crane's "Indian Summer" 
(231), A Breton Cinderella (233), by Burr H. Nicholls ; Passing Showers 
(235), by Francis A. Silva ; and A Portrait (234), by Percival De Luce, 
are other effective features on this wall.
